SIGNS OF PEACE 

The signs of approaching 
are becoming more numerous from 
day to day. ‘This does not indicate, 
however, that the bloodshed in Eu- 


peace 


rope will end very soon, but the 
very fact that this peace talk has 
gained greater swing and wider dis- 


cussion is a good sign, and will set 
the statesmen and the people of the 
belligerent nations thinking towards 
the end. This end may have ter- 


rible consequences to certain men 


and certain forms of government. It | 


may mean the loss of power, in- 
fluence and prestige to many men 
who now guide the destinies of na- 
tions, and this feared loss is the 
greatest obstacle in the way of the 
cautious in their public utterances 
One prominent factor that may 
end the war lies in the fact that the 
statesmen and leaders of the bellig- 


erent nations have moderated their 
speech and actions, and have cur- 
tailed their personal ambitions to} 


some extent. We hear no more of 
the idle talk that Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary must be crushed, and 
that the war must continue until 
these nations are ground in the dust. 
Again, in Germany there is modera- 
tion as well. “The Song of Hate,” 
and other expressions against Eng- 
land, are not tolerated any longer 
in Germany, in fact, the German 
press and leaders of thought in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary are very 
cautious in their publiv utterances 


regarding their enemies. 
The war cannot last forever. Af- 


ter the war is over, the nations of 
Europe will and must have close 
commercial, social and economic re- 
lations. ‘The financial ruin of Eng- 
land would be felt in Germany, and 
vice versa. The systematic nursing 
of the spirit of hate and of antag- 
onism to other countries will not 
do any good to any nation. A closer 
and better understanding between 
the nations, an appreciation of the 
good qualities of all peoples will 
follow this war. Such an understand- 
ing will go a long way in promoting 
peace and good will towards man- 
kind. 

The war has shown that no one 
nation has a special claim to brav- 
ery or patriotism. Brave and cour- 
ageous men are as plentiful in 
France as in Germany. The Brit- 
isher is as willing to die for his 
country, if necessary, as the Aus- 
, | tan, while the Russian is not lack- 
ing in courage to the Bulgarian, and 
the Italian will perform heroic deeds 
on the battlefield as well as the 
Hungarian. 

The war is not being 
vain. Up until now every great 
forward step in human history hed 
to be made in _ blood. Humanity 
hopes that a better understanding 
among the nations and races of the 


world wilt bring us nearer to 
a peaceful solution of the great 
questions that agitate the human

This 
fact is realized in France, where 
the generals and statesmen in the 
bottom of their hearts know that 
the defense of Verdun is a hopeless 
task. With the French army de- 
feated, it will be England’s turn to 
bring her armies into play against 
the ‘Teutonic veterans. With all 
their bravery and unquestioned hero- 
ism, the British army will not be 
able to measure with ‘the carefully 
trained German army. It takes years 
to train officers in the technical and 
military science of modern warfare. 
The British officers are men new in 
their business, and do not, and can- 
not measure to the standard of the 
French and German officers. The 
holds true to the men.
